He was busily engaged yes­ 
terday afternoon in unloading a car 
of clay, but in order to get the car 
down even with the clay bin it was 
necessary to run a car ahead of it 
down on the switch. 
He started the 
car with a pinch bar, but it began 
running too fast and in order to pre­ 
vent it from running on the main 
track he ran to the front end for the 
purpose of boarding it and setting the 
brake. He missed his footing and fell 
under the car. 
He was picked up and taken in the 
patrol to the office of Dr. Hobbs and 
Dr. James Taylor. His foot was very 
badly mashed and his leg was broken 
above the knee and it may have to be 
amputated. After he had been cared 
for the was taken to the home of Mrs. 
Coulson, Franklin street. 
Last night Sarah Green, a 6-year-old 
child, was sent by her mother to the 
home of her aunt, who resides in Ac­ 
commodation alley.

This improvement 
will consist of macadamizing the road­ 
way with 15 inches of broken stone 
and 8 inches of gravel. His bid was 
85 cents per yard. 
J. S. Rinehart will improve Pleasant 
street by grading and bid 28 cents per 
cubic yard for the same. He was also 
awarded the contract for Robinson 
street at $1 08 per yard. No grading 
is necessary on this stret. 
The paving of Pennsylvania avenue 
and Kossuth street to the junction of 
Robinson street was given 
to 
Mc­ 
Laughlin & Bro., their bid being $1 15 
per yard. 
A resolution was passed authorizing 
the clerk and mayor to borrow $20,000 
to cover all the expense of these im­ 
provements, to be used just as it is 
needed.

Power» D eclared He Said Oobel K illing 


Outrag e and Injured R epublican 
Causa. 


GEORGETOWN, Ky ., Aug 1.—Caleb 
Powers, on trial for complicity iu lie 
murder of Goebel, continued his de­ 
scription of his actions ou the day of 
lie tragedy . Powers denied that when 
in company with Walter Day , J ohn L. 
Powers and Wharton Golder, leaving 
1 rankfort that morning there was any - 
Gnng said about suspicion, 
lie said: 
“ While we were on our 
way 
to 
Louisville we heard that Goebel bad 
been shot from the second or third 
story of the ex ecutive building, and 
when I heard it 1 said it was a shame 
and outrage. 
It has just ruined our 
chances in the coniv.-t. 
We might as 
wHl go home. 
\\> reached Louisville 
and went to the \\ infield hotel, where 
a conference was held. 
The object of 
our visit to Louisville had been frus­ 
trated by the shooting, and of course 
we abandoned bringing a second crowd 
to^ Frankfort, as we had intended.” 
rI he wit lies then detailed his return 
from Louisville, say ing he felt that 
in the official position which he held 
he should be back in Frankfort, al­ 
though he would have liked to *enioin 
in Louisville. 
Powers continue J: “ At 
our first meeting in Frankfurter which 
Golton was chairman, when we dis­ 
cussed 
bringing 
witnesses. 
Sheriff 
Burton, of Breekenridge county , made 
a very violent speech, and I tried to 
stop him. and at the close of his talk 
he pulled a cartridge from his pocket 
and said that one of tliose ex ploded in 
the proper way would settle the contest. 
After he had made his speech I ad­ 
dressed the meeting and told them that 
although 1 had more at slake than any 
of them I would resign ray office if 
any thing of that kind was attempted. 
“ I held a conference after the trage­ 
dy with my assistant, J . B. Matthews, 
and George Hemphill, and told them 
that I wanted a complete investiga­ 
tion. and that I did not want to go 
through life with any suspicion attach­ 
ed to inc. 
Then I went to Governor 
Bradley and J udge Yost and laid what 
information I had before them. 
1 con­ 
sulted them as to whether I should go 
to Common wealth's Attorney Franklin 
with tin* information, and they advised 
against it.” 
In regard to a conversation which 
Golden claimed he had with Powers 
on this subject Powers said: “ Never a 
word of it was spoken and I can ex ­ 
plain how Golden got onto the fact 
that I had a conference with Yost and 
Bradh y .’ but this was promptly over­ 
ruled by the court. 
Th witness then 
told of his daily doings up to the nlgLt 
of March !>. when he heard of Cotlon’s 
arrest and a warrant being out for 
him.

3. Every person driving In the cemetery shall be responsible for

damage done by him or by the animals In his charge. 


4. No vehicle will be allowed to pass through the grounds

ceeding six miles an hour, and no one Is permitted to drive on any of tlM 
walks. No horse must be left on the grounds unfastened. Drivers 
muat 
remain on their seats or by their horses during funeral services.

will not be permitted to turn on any avenue.

6. All persons are prohibited from picking any flowers, either wild or 
cultivated, or breaking any trees, shrub or plant, any where within the e * 
closure; and also from writing upon, defacing, or In any way Injuring any 
ornament, tree or structure In or belonging to the cemetery . 


6. Persons with refreshments will not be admitted to the cemetery , and 
all bags or baskets must be left at the entrance. Children will not be ad- 
mitted to the cemetery unless In the care of adults. 


7 . Dogs will not be permitted In the cemetery . 


8. Ex cept In case of emergency , when lots are required for immediate 
use, the superintendent will not attend to the selection or sale of lots on 
Sunday . 


9 . Shooting will not be allowed, and no firearms will be permitted with­ 
in the grounds ex cept at military funerals. 


10. The Superintendent and his deputies are vested by an Act of the 
General Assembly of the State of Ohio with full police power to arrest 
without warrant and take before a J ustice of the Peace any offender in 
these grounds, and the Association ex act the discharge of this duty . They 
will ex pel from the cemetery any person disturbing Its sanclty by noisy ,

Power* D eclared ii* Said Gob*I K illin g 
O utrage and Injured R epublican 
Cauae. 


GEORGETOWN, Ky., Aug l.-C aleb 
Powers, on trial for complicity iu he 
murder of Goebel, continued bls di 
script ion of his actions ou the day of 
die tragedy. Powers denied that when 
in company with Walter Day, John L. 
Powers and Wharton Golder, leaving 
I rn ilk fort that morning there was any 
thing said about suspicion, 
lie said: 
“While we were on our way to 
Louisville we heard that Goebel had 
been shot from the second or third 
story of the executive building, and 
when I heard it I said it w as a shame 
and outrage. 
It has just ruined our 
chances iii the contest. 
We might as 
well go home. We reached Louisville 
and went to the \\ Infield hotel, where 
a conference was held. The object of 
our visit to Louisville had been frus 
traced by tile shooting, and of course 
we abandoned bringing a second crowed 
to Frankfort, as we had intended.” 
The willies then detailed his return 
from Louisville, saying he felt that 
iii the official position which he held 
he should lie back In Frankfort, al­ 
though he would have liked to vmnln 
in Louisville. 
Powers continue!: “At 
our first meeting in Frankfort,of which 
Colton was chairman, when we dis­ 
cussed 
bringing 
witnesses. 
Sheriff 
Burton, of Breckenridge county, made 
a very violent speech, and I tried to 
stop him, and at the close of his talk 
he pulled a cartridge from his (locket 
and said that one of those exploded In 
the proper way would settle the contest. 
After he had made his speech I ad­ 
dressed the meeting and told them that 
although I had more at stake than any 
of them I would resign ray office lf 
anything of that kind was attempted. 
“I held a conference after the trage­ 
dy with my assistant. J. B. Matthews, 
and George Hemphill, and told them 
that I wanted a complete investiga­ 
tion. and that I did not want to go 
through life with any suspicion attach­ 
ed to me. Then I went to Governor 
Bradley and Judge Yost and laid what 
information I had before them. I con­ 
sulted them as to whether I should go 
to Commonwealth's Attorney Franklin 
with the information, aud they advised 
against it.” 
In regard to a conversation which 
Golden claimed he had with Powers 
on this subject Powers said: “Never a 
word of it was spoken and I can ex­ 
plain how Golden got onto the fact 
that I had a conference with Yost and 
Bradley.” lint this was promptly over­ 
ruled by the court. Th witness then 
told of Ii is daily doings up to the nigl.t 
of March ii. when he heard of Cotlon’s 
arrest and a warrant being out for 
him.

Section I. Visitors are reminded that these grounds are sacredly dih 
voted to the Interment of the dead, and a strict observance of all that it 
proper, In a place so dedicated, will be required of all who visit It 


2. Visitors will be admitted to the cemetery at all times during weak 
days. On Sundays no one will be admitted except lot owners or those haVs 
lng a special ticket Tickets can be procured at office of the secretary Is 
First National bank, or the residence of the superintendent at cemetery. 


3. Every person driving in the cemetery shall be responsible for any 
damage done by him or by the animals In his charge. 


4. No vehicle will be allowed to pass through the grounds at a rate es* 
ceeding six miles an hour, and no one Is permitted to drive on any of the 
walks. No horse must be left on the grounds unfastened. Drivers meat 
remain on their seats or by their horses during funeral services. Carriages 
will not be permitted to turn on any avenue. 


6. All persons are prohibited from picking any flowers, either wild af 
cultivated, or breaking any trees, shrub or plant, anywhere within the en­ 
closure; and also from writing upon, defacing, or in any way Injuring any 
ornament, tree or structure in or belonging to the cemetery. 


6. Persons with refreshments will not be admitted to the cemetery* and 
all bags or baskets must be left at the entrance. Children will not ba ad­ 
mitted to the cemetery finless in the care of adults. 


7. Dogs will not be permitted in the cemetery. 


8. Except in case of emergency, when lots are required tor lmmadtatg 
use, the superintendent will not attend to the selection or sale of lots am 
Sunday. 


9. Shooting will not be allowed, and no firearms will be permitted with­ 
in the grounds except at military funerals. 


IO. The Superintendent and his deputies are vested by an Act of tho 
General Assembly of the State of Ohio with full police power to a m a l 
without warrant and take before a Justice of the Peace any offender ta 
these grounds, and the Association exact the discharge of this doty. They 
will expel from the cemetery any person disturbing its sancity by noisy* 
boisterous or other improper conduct, or who shall violate any of tho toto- 
going rules, and will subject the offender to due punishment.

The assault and battery case of 
Samuel Douglass against his wife, Ma­ 
rietta Douglass, was tried in the court 
of Justice McCarron y esterday after­ 
noon, and a decision was rendered at 
4:45. 


The parties to the suit have con­ 
ducted a restauran t on lower Broad­ 
way lor some time and have become 
celebrated in the 
past for the fre­ 
quency and publicity of their domestic 
troubles. 
Douglass had retained J. E. McDon­ 
ald to look after his end of the case, 
while Mrs. Douglass, not being aware 
of the attorney s’ vacation and suppos­ 
ing she could have a man on the spot 
at a moment’s notice, had ñ eglected 
that part of the matter until she ar­ 
rived at the office of the justice. The 
result was that considerable delay 
was occasioned, but E. W. Hill 
was 
finally prevailed upon to accept her 
case, and the witnesses all being pres­ 
ent the suit was proceeded with. 
Mr. Douglass was sworn and tes­ 
tified in his own -behalf. Witness said 
he lived on Broadway ; been a resident 
of East Liverpool for about 10 y ears, 
and had lived in various places 
in 
town; now resided 
in 
property 
of 
Freddy Wilson, which was rented by 
him, he pay ing the rent and assuming 
all responsibility . 
Attorney Hill 
ob­ 
jected to these 
questions 
on 
the 
ground that 
they had nothing to do 
with the case of assault and battery 
which they were here to try . Plaintiff 
was instructed to confine himself more 
closely to the case, and proceeded by 
stating that upon the 24th day of July , 
between the hours of 8 and 9 o’clock, 
his wife 
did strike him in the eye. 
Being asked to tell the story just as it 
occurred, he said he was sitting in 
front of their place of business when 
A. C. Rowe came 
along and wanted 
some tobies.

his mouth. He never said a word, but

The parties to the suit have con­ 
ducted a restaurant on lower Broad­ 
way for some time and have become 
celebrated in the 
past for the fre­ 
quency and publicity of their domestic 
troubles. 
Douglass had retained J. E. McDon­ 
ald to look after his end of the case, 
while Mrs. Douglass, not being aware 
of the attorneys’ vacation and suppos­ 
ing she could have a man on the spot 
at a moment’s notice, had Neglected 
that part of the m atter until she ar­ 
rived at the office of the justice. The 
result was that considerable delay 
was occasioned, but E. W. Hill 
was 
finally prevailed upon to accept her 
case, and the witnesses all being pres­ 
ent the suit was proceeded with. 
Mr. Douglass was sworn and tes­ 
tified in his own behalf. Witness said

his mouth. He never said a word, but 
went outside, remarking that she was 
a Pretty good hitter. Witness said the

tery case now being tried. 
Witness 
had eaten two meals in the place, one 
on Sunday two weeks ago and one last 
Sunday, on both of which occasions 
he had some beer, but not at the table; 
he had drank it with Sam outside, 
The court asked witness if, at the 
time the cigars were bought, he had 
seen the cigar knocked from plaintiff’s 
mouth. He said he did not, but Doug­ 
lass had came out of the store and 
said he “believed she hit him.” 
Mrs. Douglass and 
Marian Martin 
were sworn for the defense and Mr. 
Martin was put on the stand. He said 
he had been boarding at the house for 
two weeks, during the absence of his 
fam.ly; was in front of the store at 
the time the trouble occurred. In an­ 
swer to questions by Mr. Hill witness 
said he was on the side of the door 
opposite the cigar case and about 12 
feet from it, and could readily hear 
anything that was said inside. Some 
delay was here caused by the attor­ 
neys as to the nature of the testimony 
being given by Mr. Martin. When he 
again resumed he stated he had heard 
Mrs. Douglass say, “Don’t you dare hit 
me.” He did not hear any scuffle or 
other indication of trouble inside. To 
the court the witness said he had not 
seen a blow struck, nor a cigar knock­ 
ed from anyone’s mouth. 
On cross-examination by McDonald 
witness sai<i a blow might have been 
struck, but he didn’t hear it. 
Mrs. Douglass was then examined. 
She was working in the rear of the 
house; heard the door open and shut 
and when she came out she saw Sam 
waiting on 
the customer. 
She told

“ ‘PEKIN, July 22, evening.—We are 
« 11 awaiting impatiently arrival of rein­ 
forcing army. 
When are you c lining? 
All legations have b een b lockaded since 
18th last month, and since the 20th we 
have b een attacked continually night 
and day b y the Chinese soldiers from 
more than ten encampments. 
By a su­ 
preme effort we are still defending. 
“ ‘We are daily awaiting with the 
greatest anxiety arrival of reinforcing 
army and if you can't reach here in less 
than a week’s time it is prob ab le that 
we will b e unab le to hold out any longer. 
Emperor and empress dowager appear 
to b e still at Pekin. 
Were our rein­ 
forcements to arrive very prob ab le that 
they would flee to Wan Shoshan. Killed 
and wounded up to date, eight killed, 
one a captain of infantry and an am­ 
bassador's 
attache; 
seven 
seriously 
wounded, the first secretary of legation 
being one of 20 slightly wounded. The 
numb er of Europoans killed is 60 in all.

“ ‘C o o l ido e .* ” 
LONDON, Aug. 1.—A Tien Tsin dis­ 
patch said Major Waller, July ‘27, re­ 
ceived a message from Conger, dated 
July 21.

MANSFIELD, Aug. 1.—A crowd of 
ab out 4,000 Infuriated citizens mob b ed 
Zion Elders A. W. McChirken and E. 
P. Fisher, of Chicago. The Zion flock, 
numb ering ab ou 30, held services at 
the home of a Zion memb er, conducted 
b y Elder McChlrkin, M. Sevens evan­ 
gelical professor of Chicago, and Elder 
McFarlan, of Marion. A crowd gath­ 
ered and the elders b arricaded the 
house. 
Rocks were thrown through 
the windows and the doors b attered 
down. 
Several memb ers of the mob 
were struck b y stones hurled b ack b y 
the elders. 
Three were severely in­ 
jured. 
Sheriff ITilver, the chief 
of 
police, and a police detail arrived, b ut 
were powerless. The house was almost 
wrecked and the Zion elders were 
struck b y stones or sticks, b ut not se­ 
riously injured. The mob threatened 
to dynamite the house. Soon the mob 
forced an entrance and Fisher and Me- 
Chil-kin were dragged away to the 
harrow works, where they were strip­ 
ped naked and painted from head to 
foot. 
The paint was applied first 
with b rushes, then b uckets of paint 
were poured on them. 
They were 
then taken to the police headquarters, 
where they were turned over to the 
police. 
Th mob congregated again in front 
of the jail. Wlicn Mayor Brown order­ 
ed them to disperse in the name of the 
law they did so quietly and orderly. 
Many women were in the mob . The 
following telegram was sent to Dowle 
b y the uiob :

NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—John Clark 
Ridputh, the historian, died in the 
Presb yterian hospital from a compli­ 
cation of diseases. He had b een a pa- 
tient in the hospital since April 26. 
At the time of the historian’s death 
his wife and sou, S. E. Uhlpatk, were 
at the b edside. 
The b ody was later 
removed from the hospital. 
John Clark Ridpath, LL. D.. the his­ 
torian, was b om in Putnam county, 
Ind., in April, 1841. There was not at 
that time a wagonroad within three 
miles of the log cab in in which he was 
b orn. 
His parents were iron Cliris- 
tianb urg, Va. 
His mother was a de­ 
scendant ot Samuel Matthews, one of 
the colonial governors of Virginia. 
He was graduated from Asb ury (now 
DePauw) university in 18(53, taking 
first honors. 
After serving as princi­ 
pal of an academy at Thorn town, Ind., 
and as superintendent of pub lic schools

at Lawrenceb urg, b e was called. In 
18459, to the chair of English litera­ 
ture at DePauw. His career as a pro­ 
fessor in the university was distin­ 
guished. IB* was transferred later to 
the chair of history aud political phil­ 
osophy. He b ecame a conspicuous fig­ 
ure in the college world. 
He distin­ 
guished himself b y b is ab ility to think 
clearly, speak fluently and write mas­ 
terfully. 
In 1875 he pub lished his first b ook, 
an “Academic History of the United 
States.” 
It was an immediate suc­ 
cess. It still holds its place as a text 
b ook in many schools. In 1876 he pub ­ 
lished his “Popular History of the 
Unitel States," a large octavo volume, 
of which more than 400,4)00 copies 
have b een sold. It has b eeu pub lished 
als o in German. 
He wrote the “Life 
and Work of Garfield," of which 85,000 
copies were sold. His “Cyclopaedia of 
Universal History” was pub lished in 
1885 in four octavo volumes. 
It is a 
monument to the author’s power of 
generalization and to the b readth and 
accuracy of his historical vision.

Among the m ost disting uished members ot cong ress from the , f a .> 
a ,.ring the entire century was Joshua R. ü idding s, the g roat a nti-sla v er 
le a d e r , who was returned to cong ress 
aiaverj 
eleven times by an admirifig constit­ 
uency, once receiving a vote of confi­ 
dence, at his own request. 
Joshua Reed Gidding s was born in 
Athens. Pa., in 179 5, and at eleven 
years of ag e came to A shtabula county 
vitb his parents. 
In 
1838 
he 
was 
elected as a W hig 
to 
cong ress, 
but 
soon became prom inent as an advocate 
of the rig ht of petition and the aboli­ 
tion of slavery and the domestic slave 
trade. 
In 1841 the “Creole,” an American 
vessel, sailed from V irg inia to Louisi- 
6na with a carg o of slaves, who g ot 
possession of the vessel,, ran into the 
British port of Nassau, and, in accord­ 
ance with British law, w ere set free; 
whereupon Mr. W ebster, secretary of 
state, wrote to Edw ard Everett, United 
States m inister to London, saying th a t 
the g overnment would dem and indem ­ 
nification for the slaves. 
In conse­ 
quence Mr. Gidding s offered 
in 
the 
house a series of resolutions, in which It was declared th a t as slaver* 
was an abridg m ent of a natural rig ht it had no force beyond the te rr ito r y 
Jurisdiction that created it; th a t when an American vessel was on rh* 
hig h seas it was under th e jurisdiction of the g eneral g overnm ent w h id 
did not sanction slavery, and, therefore, the m utineers of the “Creoie' 
had only assumed their natural rig ht to liberty, and to attem pt to ensluv* 
them would be dishonorable. 
Althoug h he tem porarily withdrew' the reso­ 
lutions, the house passed a vote of censure, 125 to 69 , whereupon h< 
resig ned, and, appealing to his constituents, was re-elected’ by an immens* 
majority. 
For 21 years he held his seat in cong ress, opposing every en­ 
croachment of the slave power with a boldness and streng th th a t won th* 
fear and respect of its advocates. 
W henever he spok e he was 
listened 
to 
with g reat attention, and had several affrays, in which he always trium phed 
He declined re-election from ill health in 1860, and died at Montreal in 1861 
and while holding the position of United States consul in Canada

disease was atrophy of the heart. 
Tow ards the close of his cong ressicn-' 
career he had one time, while speak ing , fallen to the floor.

Genera l Jonathan Taylor represented Lick ing county

third and T hirty-fourth, in 1834-1836. 
In 1838 he was elected to the Twenty- 
six th cong ress from the Iw e lith dis­ 
trict, em bracing Lick ing 
and 
Mus­ 
k ing um counties. 
But few men in his 
da y commanded more fully the respect 
a nd confidence of the people in his 
sectio n of the state than General T ay­ 
lo r. 
Ha d he chosen to rema in in poli­ 
tics, his co nstituents wo uld ha v e re­ 
elected him to co ngress 
during 
the 
rema inder o f his life. 
But po litica l 
preferm ent ha d fewer a llurm ents fo r 
him tha n the mo re genia l pursuits o f 
life. 
H is public serv ices 
were 
un­ 
grudgingly a nd unselfishly perfo rmed. 
H e wa s a ctiv e in pro mo ting a ll the 
lo ca l interests a nd public interests o f 
his co unty a nd the sta te a t la rge dur­ 
ing his lifetim e. 
He wa s bo rn 
in Co nnectlcul in 
179 8 , a nd died in Licking co unty in 
April.

FOREIGNERS IN 
DESPAIR. 


t i Col. fthlba Reported They Couldn’t 
Probably Hold Out More Than a Week 
Longer—Number of Europeans Killed, 
4 0 -Transm itted by Coolidge. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. I.-Adjutant 
General Corbin received a dispatch from 
Lieutenant Colonel Coolidge, command­ 
ing the Ninth infantry at Tien Tsin. It 
came by way of Che Foo and is as fol­ 
low*: 
•’TIEN TSIN, 27.—Following letter 
cf Lieutenant Colonel Shiba. military 
attache at the legation of Pekin, dated 
July 28, arrived Tien Tsin 25, at 9 
■o'clock in the evening: 
*• ‘PEKIN, July 22, evening.—-We are 
all awaiting impatiently arrival of rein­ 
forcing army. When are yon c Tining? 
All legations have been blockaded since 
lSth last month, and since the 20th we 
have been attacked continually night 
and day by the Chinese soldiers from 
more than ten encampments. By a su­ 
preme effort we are still defending. 
. “ ‘We are daily awaiting with the 
greatest anxiety arrival of reinforcing 
army and if yon can't reach here in lese 
than a week's time it is probable that 
ere will be unable to hold out any longer. 
Emperor mid empress dowager appear 
to be still at Pekin. Were our rein­ 
forcements to arrive very probable that 
they woald flee to Wan Shosh&n. Killed 
and wounded np to date, eight killed, 
ane a captain of infantry and an am­ 
bassador's attache; 
seven 
seriously 
wounded, the first secretary of legation 
being one of 20 slightly wounded. The 
number of Europeans killed is 60 in all.

LONDON, Aug. I.—A Tien Tsin dis­ 
patch said Major Waller, July 27, re­ 
ceived a message from Conger, dated 
July 21. There had been no firing since 
July 16, by agreement. They had pro­ 
visions for several weeks, but little 
ammunition. 
He added that if the 
Chinese continued to bombard as they 
had done the foreigners could not hold 
out long and a general massacre would 
follow. 
He hoped relief would come 
aoon. Conger added: “Glad to hear 
of the victory at Tien Tsin. but regret 
terrible cost.

TWO ELPERS MOBBED 
AND PAINTED BLUE. 


Mansfield, O., Citizens Show Their Anger 
Toward Dow ie’* Followers—Fusil­ 
lade of Stones* 


MANSFIELD, Aug. I.—A crowd of 
atxmt 4,OOO infuriated citizens mobbed 
Zion Elders A. W. McChirken and E. 
P. Fisher, of Chicago. The Zion flock, 
numbering abou 30, held services at 
the home of a Zion member, conducted 
by Elder McChirkin, M. Sevens evan­ 
gelical professor of Chicago, and Elder 
McFarlan, of Marion. A crowd gath­ 
ered and the elders barricaded the 
house. 
Rocks were thrown through 
tile windows and the doors battered 
down. 
Several members of the mob 
were struck by stones hurled back by 
the elders. 
Three were severely In­ 
jured. 
Sheriff Culver, the chief of 
police, and a police detail arrived, but 
were powerless. The house was almost 
wrecked and the Zion elders were 
struck by stoues or sticks, but not se­ 
riously injured. The mob threatened 
to dynamite tile house. Soon the mob 
forced an entrance and Fisher and Mc- 
Chirkiu were dragged away to the 
harrow works, where they were strip­ 
ped naked and painted from head to 
foot. 
The paint was applied first 
with brushes, then buckets of paint 
were poured on them. 
They were 
then taken to the police headquarters, 
where they were turned over to the 
police. 
Th mob congregated again in front 
of the jail. When Mayor Brown order­ 
ed them to disperse in the name of the 
law they did so quietly and orderly. 
Many women were in the mob. The 
following telegram was sent to Dowie 
by the mob: 
“Elder Fisher and his mate have 
been nicely painted blue. The police 
were busy looking for the 
nut- 
spielers attached with the nickel- 
plate show, hence the elders were nice­ 
ly dabbed with the original ottermeren 
blue. Waiting for more orders. 
(Signed.) 
"Mansfield Blues."

I Amplication of Diseases Caused tho Groat 
Scholar’s l>eath — W rote a Number of 
Historical Works—Unco Professoral De- 
pa uw—Ran For Congress at Oso Tima. 


NEW YOUK, Aug. l.-John Clark 
Ridpath, the historian, died in the 
Presbyterian hospital from a compli­ 
cation of diseases. He had lreen a pa­ 
tient in the hospital since April 26. 
At tile time of the historian’s death 
his wife and son, S. E. Kill pa th, were 
at the bedside. The body was later 
removed from the hospital. 
John Clark Ridpath, LL. I)., the his­ 
torian, was I rom in Putnam county, 
Ind., in April. 1841. There was not at 
that time a wagonroad within three 
miles of the log cabin in which he was 
born. 
His parents were frone Chris­ 
tianburg, Va. His mother was a de­ 
scendant of Samuel Matthews, one of 
the colonial governors of Virginia. 
He was graduated from Asbury (now 
Delhi uw) university in 1863, taking 
first honors. After serving as princi­ 
pal of an academy at Thorntown, Iud., 
and us superintendent of public schools

at Lawrenceburg, he was called, In 
1869, to the chair of English litera­ 
ture at DePauw. His career as a pro­ 
fessor in the university was distin­ 
guished. He was transferred later to 
the chair of history aud political phil­ 
osophy. He became a conspicuous fig­ 
ure in the college world. 
He distin­ 
guished himself by his ability to think 
clearly, speak fluently and write mas­ 
terfully. 
In 1875 he published his first book, 
an “Academic History of the United 
States.” It was an immediate suc­ 
cess. It still holds its place as a text 
Itook in many schools. In 1876 he pub­ 
lished his “Popular History of the 
Unitel States,” a large octavo volume, 
of which more than 400,000 copies 
have been sold. It has been published 
also in German. He wrote the “Life 
aud Work of Garfield," of which 85,000 
copies were sold. His “Cyclopaedia of 
Universal History” was published in 
1885 in four octavo volumes. It is a 
monument to the author’s power of 
generalization and to the breadth and 
accuracy of his historical vision. More 
than 150,000 sets of this tystory have 
been sold. 
In 1885 he resigned his professorship 
in DePauw aud the vice presidency of 
the university in order that he might 
devote his whole time to the profes­ 
sion of authorship. 
In 1893 he pub­ 
lished his “Life aud Work of James 
ii. Blaine,” aud in 1894 his most com­ 
prehensive and philosophical work en­ 
titled “Great Races of Mankind” in 
four volumes. 
He was engaged for 
IO years in preparing the material and 
four years in writing this work. 
In 
1898 he published his “Life and Times 
of Gladstone” aud a supplement to 
the “History of AU Nations” for Web­ 
ster’s Dictionary. He was for a time 
editor of the Arena Magazine of Bos­ 
ton. 
His monographs are numerous; 
In 1896 he consented unwillingly to 
run for congress on the Democratic 
ticket in his home district in Indiana. 
Though he ran ahead of his ticket he 
was defeated by a small majority. In 
recent years he has been engaged in 
the preparation of a complete and 
elaborate history of the United States. 
WOMAN HEALEiTbY FA U E 


Had Keen 111 for About 14 Years, Some 
Four of Them Ilelu? 
Bedridden. 
PITTSBURG. Aug. I.—Mrs. Violetta 
Crump, of industry, Pa., after bciug ill 
about 14 a em.s. about four years of 


the time being bedridden, has been 
cured by faith in prayer. 
Mrs. Crump has had the double af­ 
fliction of spinal trouble and a nerv­ 
ous disorder. 
She had been para­ 
lyzed in portions of the body for many 
years and wore a special brace for 
the uniter part of the body, closely 
resembling a harness. 
On the 27th day of April, 1899, Mrs. 
Crump accepted faith healing and was 
annotated. She arose from her couch, 
discarded all supports, walked to the 
pump in the rear of the house aud 
pumped unaided a pail of water, carried 
the bucket into the kitchen and without 
assistance prepared and cooked the next 
meal for the family. She has never re 
turned to her couch, a three months 
supply of remedies and ointments have 
been sacrificed and new strength is rap­ 
idly building up the worn aud emaciated 
body into a condition of perfect health 
and plumpness. Mrs. Crump is about 
88 years of age. 
Mrs. Crump was not permitted to 
give her testimony before the world un­ 
til a satisfactory limit of time had ex­ 
pired, in order that the cure might be 
tested as to the prospect of its perma­ 
nency. 
Fifteen months have now 
elapsed since she arose from her couch 
and discarded brace and bottle, and her 
story, told at the Christian Alliance 
rooms in this city, was for the first time 
made public. Mrs. Crump has returned 
to her home in Industry. Her state­ 
ment will be sent out by the Rev. E. D. 
Whitesides, director of the Alliance 
rooms. 


A DAT IN WALL STREET. 


Upward Spnrt In Union Pacific and Real­ 
izing In Sugar Canned Animation 
at Clone. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—Some anima­ 
tion was given to the closing dealings 
in the stock market Tuesday by the con­ 
flicting movements of prices engen­ 
dered by the upward spurt in Union 
Pacific and the realizing in Sugar. The 
break in Sugar proved the more effect­ 
ive in its influence, aud the market 
closed weak at about the low level of 
the day, after having shown consider­ 
able gains in many stocks at an earlier 
period. The trading was dull aud con­ 
tinued entirely in professional hands. 
The early strength was reflected to some 
extent from the foreign stock market, 
which showed decided relief over the 
reliable tenor of the news of the safety 
of the envoys in Pekin. The small com­ 
mitments on the bear side put out Mon­ 
day were closed up, helping the rise. 
A number of statements of railroad 
net earnings for June published over 
night were factors of strength. This 
was notably tine of the Pennsylvania 
report. The stock advanced 1% under 
this influence and the price was well 
held through the later vicissitudes of 
the market, affording a rather si liking 
contrast to the indifference with which 
June reports of some other railroads 
were received. 
.Sugar fell abruptly to 120^, an ex­ 
treme decline of four and American 
Tobacco suddenly dropped three points 
in sympathy. 
Metropolitan showed 
marked weakness, and the whole list 
fell to the lowest, Union Pacific yield­ 
ing a fraction. There was some evi­ 
dence of a speculative contest between 
the friends of Union Pacific and Balti­ 
more and Ohio, on account of attempts 
on the part of Union Pacific and bears 
on Baltimore aud Ohio to draw unfa­ 
vorable comparisons between the price 
of Union Pacific, with dividends de­ 
clared at the rite of 4 per cent and Bal­ 
timore and Ohio with dividend action 
yet to be taken.

In 1876 he pub­ 
lished his “Popular History of the 
Unitel States.” a large octavo volume, 
of which more than 400,000 copies 
have been sold. It has been published 
also in German. 
He wrote* the “Life 
aud Work of Garfield,” of which 85,000 
copies were sold. His "Cyclopaedia of 
Universal History” was published in 
1885 in fccr octavo volumes. 
It is a 
monument to the author’s power of 
generalization and to tile breadth and 
accuracy of his historical vision. More 
than 150,000 sets of this tystory have 
been sold. 
In 1885 he resigned his professorship 
iii DePauw aud the vice presidency of 
tile university in order that lie might 
devote his whole time to the profes­ 
sion of authorship. 
In 1893 he pub­ 
lished his “Life and Work of James 
G. Blaine,” and in 1894 his most com­ 
prehensive aud philosophical work en­ 
titled “Great Races of Mankind” in 
four volumes. 
He was engaged for 
IO years in preparing the material and 
four years in writing this work, 
in 
1898 he published his “Life and Times 
of Gladstone” and a supplement to 
the “History of All Nations” for Web­ 
ster’s Dictionary. He was for a time 
editor of the Arena Magazine of Bos­ 
ton. 
His monographs are numerous: 
In 1896 he consented unwillingly to 
run for congress on the Democratic 
ticket in his home district in Indiana. 
Though he ran ahead of his ticket he 
was defeated by a small majority. In 
recent years he lias been engaged in 
the preparation of a complete and 
elaborate history of the United States.

JO S H U A R . G ID D IN G S . 
Among the most distinguished members of congress from the stat* 
i during the entire century was Joshua R. Giddings, the great anti slaver 
I ]eader. who was returned to congress 
aiaverj 
' 
eleven times by an admiring constit­ 
uency, once receiving a vote of confi­ 
dence, at his own request. 
Joshua Reed Giddings was born in 
Athens. Pa., in 1795, and at eleven 
years of age came to Ashtabula county 
with his parents. 
In 1838 he was 
elected as a Whig to congress, but 
soon became prominent as an advocate 
of the right of petition and the aboli­ 
tion of slavery and the domestic slave 
trade. 
In 1841 the “Creole,” an American 
vessel, sailed from Virginia to Louisi­ 
ana with a cargo of slaves, who got 
possession of the vessel,, ran into the 
British port of Nassau, and, in accord­ 
ance with British law, were set free; 
whereupon Mr. Webster, secretary of 
6tate, wrote to Edward Everett, United 
States minister to London, saying that 
the government would demand indem­ 
nification for the slaves. 
In conse­ 
quence Mr. Giddings offered in the 
house a series of resolutions, in which It was declared that as slaver' 
was an abridgment of a natural right it had no force beyond the territorial 
jurisdiction that created it; that when an American vessel was on th' 
high seas it was under the jurisdiction of the general government, whi^l 
did not sanction slavery, and, therefore, the mutineers of the “Creole' 
had only assumed their natural right to liberty, and to attempt to enslave 
them would be dishonorable. Although he temporarily withdrew the reso 
lutions, the house passed a vote of censure, 125 to 69, whereupon he 
resigned, and, appealing to his constituents, was re-elected by an immense 
majority. For 21 years he held his seat in congress, opposing every en­ 
croachment of the slave power with a boldness and strength that won the 
fear and respect of its advocates. Whenever he spoke he was listened to 
with great attention, and had several affrays, in which he always triumphed 
He declined re-election from ill health in 1860, and died at Montreal in 1864 
and while holding the position of United States consul in Canada 
Hi- 
disease was atrophy of the heart. Towards the close of his congressicn-’ 
career he had one time, while speaking, fallen to the floor. The members 
gathered around, thinking he was dead. For eight minutes his heart ceased 
to beat. He was the author of several political works, mainly essays bear 
Ing upon the subject of slavery. 
Mr. Giddings was first elected to congress in 1838, vice Elisha Whittlesv 
resigned. He entered the Twenty-fifth congress and served continuously 
to the end of the Thirty-fifth, March 4, 1861. He had practically the sanii 
constituency throughout. He was elected from the Sixteenth district in 1838 
composed of Ashtabula, Trumbull and Geauga counties. In 1842 it becalm 
the Twentieth district, embracing Ashtabula, Geauga, Lake and Cuyahoga

Scenes of deso­ 
lation, of pain, of suffering, of hopeless 
despair, of heart anguish, of death! 
Lingering, agonizing, torturous, terri­ 
ble! 
An indescribable death, coming 
on gradually; slowly, but surely tight­ 
ening its grip, until its victim, 
con­ 
sciously helpless, the eyes abnormally 
distended 
and 
unnaturally lustrous, 
sinks down overcome with dread ap­ 
prehension. 
Then a feeble but fruit 
less effort to rise again, a protracted 
spasmodic gurgle, an occasional revivi 
boation; a final prolongation, appeal 
lug, anxious, 
despairing 
look, 
the 
death rattle, and all is over. Then the 
funeral! 
If the undertaker be a jack 
a1 or a vulture, it may 
possibly be 
imagined, but it should never be de 
scribed. 
Otherwise, the body is burn 
Od, and its ashes fertilize 
the 
sun 
baked, kiln-dried, sterile ground. 
I had fully expected 
to 
witness 
great distress, intense suffering, yes 
even death. 
I realized my own fee 
bleness in the face of so great a ca 
lamity. 
I had nerved myself for the 
mission in hand; yet, I was in nowise 
prepared for the dreadful, 
shocking 
state of affairs I was called upon to 
encounter. On the Red sea and the 
Indian ocean, while sweltering in# a 
range of tem perature and a degree of 
humidity to which I was wholly unac­ 
customed, fellow passengers had 
en­ 
deavored to convey to my mind some 
idea of the sad, heart-rending scenes 
one is apt to meet with in the famine 
territory; but had I the power to in­ 
tensify a 
thousand times all I heard 
when face to face with the dreaded 
reality, I should have felt even then 
that “the half had never been told.” 
One-half of India today is a great 
cbarnel-house in which countless thou­ 
sands have 
already perished of chol 
era. plague, dysentery and starvation, 
and as many more are doomed to a 
like fate. 
Rl»w to describe it, so as 
bring it within the 
grasp of the hu­ 
man mind, I know not. 
Twenty thou 
sand cases of cholera weekly, with a 
75 per cent mortality, representing 15, 
000 deaths every seven days; plague 
on every hand; 
dysentery 
mowing 
down its vicitms right and left, and 
starvation 
staring 
millions 
boldly 
and defiantly In the face, reaping 
a 
harvest unprecedented—this tells the 
horrible story about as accurately as 
a brief prose summary of Milton's Par­ 
adise Lost would convey a sense of its 
poetic sublimity. The skeleton may be 
there, but the soul is wanting. 
As Mr. Willets, my traveling com 
panion in India, has undertaken 
to 
supply a general narrative of the trip, 
1 will coniine myself to a recital 
of 
some of the most striking incidents, 
without regard to chronological

RULES FOR VISITORS. 


Section I. Visitors are reminded that these grounds are sacredly de­ 
voted to the interment of the dead, and a strict observance of all that to 
proper, in a place so dedicated, will be required of all who visit I t 


2. Visitors will be admitted to the cemetery at 
all times during week 
'lays. On Sundays no one will be admitted except lot owners or those hav­ 
ing a special ticket Tickets can be procured at office of the secretory la 
First National bank, or the residence of the superintendent at cemetery. 


3. Every person driving in the cemetery shall be responsible for any 
damage done by him or by the animals In his charge. 


4. No vehicle will be allowed to pass through the grounds s t a rate ex­ 
ceeding six miles an hour, and no one Is permitted to drive on any of the 
walks. No horse must be left on the grounds unfastened. Drivers muit 
remain on their seats or by their horses during funeral services. Carriages 
will not be permitted to turn on any avenue. 


5. All persons are prohibited from picking any flowers, either wild or 
cultivated, or breaking any trees, shrub or plant, anywhere within the en- 
closure; and also from writing upon, defacing, or In any way injuring any 
ornament, tree or structure In or belonging to the cemetery. 


6. Person* with refreshments will not be admitted to the cemetery, and 
all bags or baskets must be left at the entrance. Children will not be ad­ 
mitted to the cemetery unless In the care of adults. 


7. Dogs will not be permitted in the cemetery. 


8. Except in case of emergency, when lots are required for immediate 
use, the superintendent will not attend to the selection or sale of Iou on 
Sunday. 


9. Shooting will not be allowed, and no firearms will be permitted with­ 
in the grounds except at military funerals. 


IO. The Superintendent and his deputies are vested by an Act of the 
General Assembly of the State of Ohio with full police power to arrest 
without warrant and take before a Justice of the Peace any offender la 
these grounds, and the Association exact the discharge of this duty. They 
will expel from the cemetery any person disturbing IU sancity by noisy, 
boisterous or other improper conduct, or who shall violate any of the fora- 
going rules, and will subject the offender to due punishment 
By Order of Trustees,

The assault and

Samuel Douglass against his wife, Ma­ 


rietta Douglass, was tried in the court 


of Justice McCarron yesterday after­ 


noon, and a decision was rendered at 
4:45. 


The parties to the suit have con­ 
ducted a restaurant on lower Broad­ 
way for some time and have become 
celebrated in the 
past for the fre­ 
quency and publicity of their domestic 
troubles. 
Douglass had retained J. E. McDon­ 
ald to look after his end of the case, 
while Mrs. Douglass, not being aware 
of the attorneys’ vacation and suppos­ 
ing she could have a man on the spot 
at a moment’s notice, had hegleeted ! 
that part of the m atter until she ar- j 
rived at the office of the justice. The 1 
result was that considerable delay 


On cross-examination Douglass said 
he had been working that day, 
but 
had probably one drink before return­ 
ing home; he was not so drunk as to 
be quarrelsome. 
He told Mr. H ill his 
wife “ hauled off and gave him a clout 
in the eye.” 
W itness said his wife 
went back into the house after this, 
and he, thinking she was after the po­ 
ker, went outside. 


Attorney McDonald took the witness 
again and iii answer to a question he 
stated that 
the blow was a vicious 
one; he did not remember whether his 
wife had said any cuss words— she 
swore so much he would not like to 
say whether she swore on that occa­ 
sion or not. 


Mr. Rowe was then sworn. He said 
he was foreman at Thompson’s pot­ 
tery; was acquainted with the parties, 
and was there at the 
time the alter­ 
cation took place. 
He remembered of 
buying 
the tobies and that Douglass 
had put the money into his pocket. 
Mrs. Douglass told him to 
pay 
her 
after this and he said he would. 
She j 
had said she did not propose to pay I 
the bills and let Douglass take 
the 
money for booze. 
He did not see Mrs. 
Douglass strike her husband and didn’t 
see him strike at her. 
She didn’t seem 
to be in a bad humor. 
He had been 
asked to patronize the store by Sam 
and he did it because it was handy. He 
didn’t hear Mrs. Douglass say “ get out, 
you dog.” 
At this point Attorney Mc­ 
Donald attempted to show that Rowe 
was an unwilling witness and 
didn’t 
believe he was telling all 
he knew. 
Witness said he objected to telling the * tu> 
same 
story over again, but was or­ 
dered by the court to repeat it as many 
times as the attorneys might 
wish. 
He had bought tobies 
there three or 
four times a day, but never bought 


hours had not the court been of the 
opinion that much valuable time was 
being wasted and so expressed 
him­ 
self, at which the trial was proceeded 
with. 
Mrs. Douglass 
told 
McDonald on 
cross-examination that she had told 
the men not to pay Sam any money; 
had accused him 
of smoking up all 
the profits, but she didn't “ swipe” at 
the cigar or “ clout” him iii the eye; 
she was very angry, however, and was 
mad enough 
to hit him had he 
at­ 
tempted to strike her first. 
Being ask­ 
ed the question witness stated Sam 
was her husband, but she was asham­ 
ed to own him as such. 
Asked what 
he ought to think of her, she said he 
should be proud to have such a wife. 
The attorneys spent a short time in 
arguments and the justice was of the 
opinion that there had been no assault 
and dismissed the case. 
Although-the case was a trivial one 
and should never have found its way 
into court, it w ill be remembered by at 
least one of the participants, as it was 
E. W . H ill’s maiden effort, and the fact 
that he won his case w ill make it es­ 
pecially important to him.

The assault and 
battery case of 
Samuel Douglass against his wife, Ma­ 
rietta Douglass, was tried in the court 
of Justice McCarron yesterday after­ 
noon, and a decision was rendered at 
4:45. 
The parties to the suit have con­ 
ducted a restaurant on lower Broad­ 
way for some time and have become 
celebrated in the 
past for the fre­ 
quency and publicity of their domestic 
troubles. 
Douglass had retained J. E. McDon­ 
ald to look after his end of the case, 
while Mrs. Douglass, not being aware 
of the attorneys’ vacation and suppos­ 
ing she could have a man on the spot 
at a moment’s notice, had heglected 
that part of the matter until she ar­ 
rived at the office of the justice. The 
result was that considerable delay 
was occasioned, but E. W. Hill 
was 
finally prevailed upon to accept her 
case, and the witnesses all being pres­ 
ent the suit was proceeded with. 
Mr. Douglass was sworn and tes­ 
tified in his own -behalf. Witness said 
he lived on Broadway; been a resident 
of East Liverpool for about IO years, 
and had lived in various places 
in 
town; now resided 
in 
property 
of 
Freddy Wilson, which was rented by 
him, he paying the rent and assuming 
all responsibility. 
Attorney Hill 
ob­ 
jected to these 
questions 
on 
the 
ground that 
they had nothing to do 
with the case of assault and battery 
which they were here to try. Plaintiff 
was instructed to confine himself more 
closely to the case, and proceeded by 
stating that upon the 24th day of July, 
between the hours of 8 and 9 o’clock, 
his wife 
did strike him in the eye. 
Being asked to tell the story just as it 
occurred, he said he was sitting in 
front of their place of business when 
A. C. Howe came 
along and wanted 
some tobies. 
Douglass 
entered 
the 
store and proceeded to wait upon the 
customer, when his wife came 
from 
somewhere in the rear of the 
store 
and told Mr. Rowe to give her 
the 
money, as she was responsible for the 
hills and would have them to pay. She 
did not get it, however, as the pur­ 
chase had already been paid for and 
be had the money in his pocket. 
In 
the meantime Douglass had taken 
a 
cigar from the box and proceeded to 
light it, whereupon his wife had re­ 
monstrated, accusing him of smoking 
llP all the profits. 
She became 
very 
Angry anti }jjt 
a **cjou<. jn the eye >* 
*hich 
also knocked the cigar from 
bis mouth. He never said a word, but 
*ent outside, remarking that she was 
a pretty good hitter. Witness said the 
^bole affair was caused by some wo­ 
man who wanted to board with 
the 
family, to which he objected. 
He at* 
tempted to throw the 
woman's outfit 
into the street, but his step-daughter 
jat on the trunk and laughed at him. 
,ljv mother-in-law had told him 
his 
^ife and her daughter would throw 
bim out, and now he believed it. 
In 
a‘ t his wife had on more than one 
mN axion threatened to throw him out. 
*e stifle d that within the last two 
^eeks he had contributed $21 to the 
*uPport of the family and thought he 
surely entitled to some privileges. 


On cross-examination Douglass said 
he had been working that day, 
but 
had probably one drink before return­ 
ing home; he was not so drunk as to 
be quarrelsome. He told Mr. Hill his 
wife hauled off and gave him a clout 
in the eye.” 
Witness said his wife 
went back into the house after this, 
and he, thinking she was after the po­ 
ker, went outside. 


Attorney McDonald took the witness 
again and iii answer to a question he 
stated that 
the blow was a vicious 
one; he did not remember whether his 
wife had said any cuss words—she 
swore so much he would not like to 
say whether she swore on that occa­ 
sion or not. 


Mr. Howe was then sworn. He said 
he was forem. n at Thompson’s pot­ 
tery; was acquainted with the parties, 
and was there at the time the alter­ 
cation took place. 
He remembered of 
buying 
the tobies and that Douglass 
had put the money into his pocket. 
Mrs. Douglass told him to 
pay 
her 
after this and he said he would. She 
had said she did not propose to pay 
the bills and let Douglass take 
the 
money for booze. He did not see Mrs. 
Douglass strike her husband and didn't 
see him strike at her. She didn’t seem 
to be in a bad humor. 
He had been 
asked to patronize the store by Sam 
and he did it because it was handy. He 
didn t hear Mrs. Douglass say “get out, 
you dog.” At this point Attorney Mc­ 
Donald attempted to show that Howe 
was an unwilling witness ami 
didn't 
believe he was telling all 
he knew. 
Witness said he objected to telling the 
same 
story over again, but was or­ 
dered by the court to repeat it as many 
times as the attorneys might 
wish.

said he “believed she hit him.” 
Mrs. Douglass and 
Marian Martin 
were sworn for the defense and 
Mr. 
Martin xvas put on the stand. He said 
he had been boarding at the house for 
two weeks, during the absence of his 
family; was in front of the store at 
the time the trouble occurred. In an­ 
swer to questions by Mr. Hill witness 
said he was on the side of the door 
opposite the cigar case and about 12 
feet from it. and could readily 
hear 
anything that was said inside.

delay was here caused by the attor­ 
neys as to the nature of the testimony 
being given by Mr. Martin.

All legations have been blockaded since 
13th last month, and since the 20th we 
have been attacked continually night 
and day by the Chinese soldiers from 
more than ten encampments.

“ ‘We are daily awaiting with the 
greatest anxiety arrival of reinforcing 
Army and if you can’t reach here in less 
than a week’s time it is probable that 
we will be unable to hold out any longer.

Were our rein 
forceineuts to arrive very probable that 
they would flee to Wan Shoshan. Killed

Chinese continued to bombard as they 
had done the foreigners could not hold 
out long and a general massacre would 
follow.

All ure safe and well. 


I btu rrom me Japanese minister at 
Peking to the foreign office at Tokio.

The minister 
said: 
“The Japanese marines aud others 
continue, under the contain! of the 
military attache, Lieutenant Colonel 
Shiba. to resist the repeated attacks of 
Tung-Fuh-Sifing’s troops. 
I think we 
can hold out. though the task is by no 
means an easy one, until we are re 
lieved by the division of Japanese 
troops which, I hear through a so c ia l 
messenger, will arrive at Tien Tsin by 
the end of this month. 
The Chinese 
have stopped firing since the 17th. and 
the Chinese authorities are apparent­ 
ly disposed to open negotiations. 
“Attache Kojina, Captain Ando, of 
the imperial army, Mr. H. Nakamura 
and five marines have been killed;

At tile time of the historian’s death 
his wife and son, S. E. Uhlpath, were 
at the bedside. 
The body was later 
removed from the hospital. 
John Clark Ridpath, LL. !>., the his­ 
torian, was born in Putnam county, 
Ind., in April, I SJI. There was not ut 
that time a wagon road within three 
miles of tile log cabin in which he was 
born. 
His parents were iron Chris­ 
tianburg, Va. 
His motlier was a de­ 
scendant of Samuel Matthews, one of 
the colonial governors of Virginia. 
He was graduated from Asbury (now 
DePauw) university in 1863, taking 
first honors. 
After serving as princi­ 
pal of an academy at Thorntown, Iud., 
und as superintendent of public schools 


the time being bedridden, has been 
cured by faith in prayer.

accuracy of his historical vision. More 
than 150,000 sets of this l^stuiy have 
been sold. 
I i i 1885 he resigned his professorship 
iii DePauw aud the vice presidency of 
the university in order that he might 
devote his whole time to the protea 
sioii of authorship. 
Ill 1893 he pub­ 
lished his “Life aud Work of James 
G. Blaine,” aud in 1894 his most com­ 
p r e h e n s iv e and philosophical work en­ 
titled “Great Races of Mankind” in 
four volumes. 
He was engaged for 
IO years in preparing the material and 
four years rn writing this work. 
In 
1898 he published his “Life aud Times 
of Gladstone" and a supplement to 
the “History of AU Nations** for Web­ 
ster’s Dictionary. 
Ile was for a time 
editor of the Arena Magazine of Bos­ 
ton. 
His monographs are numerous; 
Iii 1890 lie consented unwillingly to 
run for congress on the Democratic 
ticket in his home district in Indiana. 
Though he ran ahead of his ticket he 
was defeated by a small majority. In 
recent years he has liven engaged in 
the preparation of a complete slid 
elaborate history of the United States.

nification for the slaves. 
In conse­ 
quence Mr. Giddings offered 
in the 
house a series of resolutions, in which It was declared that as slaver* 
was an abridgment of a natural right it had no force beyond the territoi i I 
Jurisdiction that created it; that when an American vessel was on th 
high seas it was under the jurisdiction of the general government whir*’ 
did not sanction slavery, and, therefore, the mutineers of the “Creole’ 
had only assumed their natural right to liberty, and to attempt to enslave 
them would be dishonorable. 
Although he temporarily withdrew' the resp 
lutions, the house passed a vote of censure, 125 to 69, whereupon he 
resigned, and, appealing to his constituents, was re-elected by an immense 
majority. 
For 21 years he held his seat in congress, opposing every en­ 
croachment of the slave power with a boldness and strength that won tin 
fear and respect of its advocates. 
Whenever he spoke he was listened to 
with great attention, and had several affrays, in which he always triumphed 
He declined re-election from ill health in 1860, and died at Montreal in i m ;} 
and while holding the position of United States consul in Canada
